nament. 

His winnings last week were 
$1,150 with a score of 281 in rounds 
of 74-70-88-60.

Mayor Murrill Cunningham's at- 
tempts to operate the village board 
meeting in an efficient manner re- 
ceived a slight setback Tuesday eve- 
ning when it was necessary to take 
20 minutes for the signing of bills 
by the finance committee before 
they could be paid. 

Perturbed at this Cunningham 
gave Instructions that the bills 
should be okayed or rejected by the 
departments and the nature of them 
explained to the finance committee 
in plenty of time before the meet- 
ing so that the committee would 
not be delayed getting information 
about the bills. 

The trustees nearly blew up when 
they found that one bill from the 
engineer called for the payment of 
$50 a day to an inspector oh the 
recent street improvements. That 
part of the bill from W. A. Rakow 
and Sons was protested, but the 
trustees agreed to approve payment 
of $16,238.41 motor fuel tax money 
on Peter Baker and Son's bill for 
$18,018.70 for the paving of Broad- 
way and Orchard sts. 

Vote Radio Operator Fay 
The board voted Mrs. Walter I. 
Scott $80 a month for monitoring 
the police radio, a job she has been 
doing without pay for a long time. 
At the last meeting the board 
upped Chief Scott's pay to $5,000 
a year for his police services, and 
at the same time increased the pay 
of Raymond Harr to $325 a month, 
Jimmie Quedcnfeld to $312, and C. 
L. Smith to $333,33. 

Clerk Clarence Shultis told the 
board that a survey shows licenses 
issued to 576 cars and Mayor Cun- 
ningham speculated that there are 
at least a hundred more that arc 
not yet licensed. 

"We'll get them all before the 
year is up," said Cunningham. 
To Remodel Village Hall 
Trustee Herman Holbek was 
authorized to put in a partition to 
the clerk's office so that a hallway 
from the side door to the office of 
the police chief will be established

Highway Use Tax on 
Trucks DueAugust 31 

District Director of Internal Rev- 
enue H. Alan Long today reminded 
owners of registered highway motor 
vehicles who are liable for the 
Highway Use Tax that Form 2290, 
"Federal Use Tax Return on High- 
way Motor Vehicles," for the tax 
year beginning July 1, 1057 will 
be due on or before August 31, 1957. 

The provisions of the Highway 
Revenue Act of 1950 require Form 
2200 to be filed for all taxable ve- 
hicles in use during July of each 
tax year. An additional Form 2290 
must be filed for each month in 
which additional vehicles arc put 
in use. These returns, which are 
filed with the District Director of 
Internal Revenue, are due on or 
before the last day of the month 
following the month in which the 
vehicle Is first used. The tax must 
be paid when the return is filed. 

The lax applies to the use of 
highway motor vehicles having a 
taxable gross weight of more than 
2G 000 pounds. The taxable gross 
weight of trucks and truck-tractors 
is determined according to the 
empty weight and the number of 
axles. The tax applies to the use 
of single-unit trucks with empty 
weight of 13,000 pounds or more, 
and truck-tractors with empty 
weight of 5,500 pounds or more.

An all time record in the amount 
of water pumped by the village 
system was recorded in July, 
Charles P. Muplethorpe, sewer and 
water superintendent informed the 
village board. 

During the month 8,272.000 gal- 
lons were pumped with the record 
day being 366,000 gallons on July 7. 

At the same time the sewage 
treatment plant took care of 
6,220,000 gallons. 

Supt, Maplethorpc said that a 
field engineer from the State Sani- 
tary Water Board inspected the 
plant and suggested that the village 
change the sand filter after a 
year's usage and that in the future 
a change to BOD testing be made. 

The trustees will start preliminary 
study to install a new water main 
to Oakwood Knolls, ascertaining 
whether a bond issue could be ap- 
proved. The estimated cost is 
$30,000. 



Zoning may be up for settlement 
in Antioch before the end of the 
year. President Murrill Cunning- 
ham told the Village Board Tues- 
day evening that he would seek a 
zoning of the village. 

His announcement came following 
a protest made by some residents 
of Main street on the proposal of 
John Duprc to erect an apartment 
house there. 

Mr. and Mrs. A. H. Kaufmann, 
John Lippert and M r s- Frank Pe- 
chousek told board members they 
had signed the petition recently ad- 
dressed to the board opposing the 
project and said they didn't know 
that reasons were necessary. 

"It's perfectly obvious," said Mr. 
Kaufmann, "that the building with 
its apparent construction (He cited 
figures) would be detrimental with- 
in a short time to the surrounding 
property." ' 

Trustee Blackman told them that 
some day the area would be more 
valuable for business than for resi- 
dence. 

Kaufmann said he didn't think 
business would go in that direction 
because of the church, school, and 
park, and said that he thought it 
would go west on Lake street. 

It was at this point that Mayor 
Cunningham announced that the 
matter of zoning for Antioch would 
be taken up this year. 

"I'm glad it will," said Kaufmann. 
'"I was against zoning before when 
they proposed heavy industry, but 
some kind of zoning has got to be 
done." 

Zoning was attempted in Anti- 
och nearly 10 years ago during the 
regime of Mayor George Bartlott, 
but was blocked by those who were 
opposed to the industrial zoning 
area.

Make More Tax Revenue Necessary Says Board

Student enrollment increases have 
caused an increase in costs of in- 
struction services, the Antioch 
Township High School Board of Ed- 
ucation stated in support of the re- 
quest for increases in the educa- 
tional and building tax rates at a 
referendum set for Sept. 7, 

The last tax referendum passed 
by the district was in March, 1947. 
At that time the school had an en- 
rollment of only 275. With the in- 
crease of enrollment the costs have 
gone up correspondingly. 

This year the enrollment was 545. 
Future projection of enrollment ^in- 
dicated the enrollment next year 
will be 682, and the year following, 
680. In 1959-60 the school will have 
721 students, in 1900-01, 719; 1961- 
62, 739; and 1962-63, 776. 

The enrollment figures listed are 
from a 1956 study, and based only 
upon children enrolled in the ele- 
mentary schools supplying pupils to 
the high school. Residential subdi- 
vision development can change 
quickly the future enrollment The 
present figures are conservative. - 

The enrollment factor has caused 



an increase in the levies made by 
boards of education. The educa- 
tional levy in September 1940 was 
$38,000 and the building levy was 
$14,000. The educational levy in 
September 1956 was $234,000 and 
the building levy was $30,000. 

Instructional service expenditures 
have been justified by the board 
during the past years, according to 
Principal A. L. Dittman. A rule of 
thumb in school administration 
states that if overhead expenses of 
a school arc handled efficiently, 
from 60 per cent to 70 per cent of 
school costs will be left free for 
instructional service. During the 
three year period of 1954 to 1957, the 
Antioch High School has 04.7 per 
cent of the educational fund ex- 
penses chargeable to instructional 
service, thus indicating that the 
board has maintained o proper pro- 
portion in overhead expenditures. 

The board is asking that the edu- 
cational tax be increased from 65 
cents to 86 cents per $100 assessed 
valuation and the building tax from 
10 cents to HIS cents per $100 
assessed" valuation. ^<^i 
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Destroying the Irreplaceable 

About 150 years ago, John James Audubon, the 
painter of the monumental "Birds of America," es- 
timated that he saw two billion passenger pigeons 
at one time. They darkened the sky and whitened 
the earth as they passed. The last passenger pigeon 
died in a mid-western 200 early in this century, and 
the species is now extinct. 

Less than one century ago, buffalo roamed the 
Western plains in vast herds. Now only a compara- 
tive handful are left. 

The giant whooping crane was once known in 
great numbers. Now only about 30 have been count- 
ed in the Florida sanctuary to which they migrate, 
and there is grave fear that this species may soon go 
the way of the passenger pigeon. 

The tragedy is tlmt we can destroy wildlife re- 
sources — destroy them relatively quickly. But we 
can bring them back from the brink of destruction 
only with the greatest difficulty — and often we can- 
not bring them back at all. 

It is a rare American who has no stake and no 
interest in the out-of-doors and its creatures. In a 
recent year something like 14 million fishing licenses 
were sold. Many millions go hunting. Untold num- 
bers go to the streams, the mountains, the seashores 
and the forests for recreation and restoration of the 
spirit. Is it not the part of the most elementary wis- 
dom — selfish wisdom — for everyone to help conserve 
these resources to the limit of his ability? 

Carelessness, ignorance, and exploitation are 
enemies we must fight. Fire, stream pollution, game 
hogs, the litterbugs who leave trails of trash and 
filth — these menace the existence of the- irreplace- 
able. Don't be one of them.

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Tours for Children 
Started at Museum 
Of Science-Industry 

The Chicago Museum of Science 
and Industry has inaugurated n 
new program of lours especially de- 
signed for children in the pre-teen 
age group. These tours, which will 
be continued throughout the sum- 
mer vacation period, arc a reflection 
of the constantly Increasing attend- 
ance at the Museum by family par- 
tics with large numbers of young 
children. 

At the same time, new "bird's 
eye" tours will be introduced for 
special adult groups whose visits 
at the Museum are restricted in 
time. Among such visitors ore 
many of the out-of-towners partici- 
pating in the conventions and trade 
shows staged In Chicago. 

The children's tours will originate 
at the Museum's main information 
desk at 10:30 a. m. and 2 p. m. each 
Monday through Friday. Conduct- 
ed by a Museum demonstrator, who 
taught first grade for six years, these 
tours will last about one hour. Chil- 
dren will be given every opportun- 
ity to ask questions as they pass 
each exhibit. 

Museum exhibits which chiefly 
delight the young visitors arc the 
Colleen Moore Doll House and the 
Louise Gardner doll collection, the 
Paul Bunyan house, the Rubber ex- 
hibit where the children can ride 
on a moving rubber sidewalk and 
moke their own rubber balls, the 
Food for Life exhibit where baby 
chicks can be watched as they ac- 
tually hatch out of their shells, and 
the television and telephone ex- 
hibits where the children can see 
themselves on TV and hear their 
own voices. 

The children's tours will be in 
harmony with the adult tours of- 
fered at the Museum. The adult 
"bird's eye" tours will bo offered 
at 11 o'clock every morning and on 
the hour every afternoon, Monday 
through Friday. Parents may take 
these tours while their children go 
on their own special tours. 

In addition, arrangements can now 
be made by groups who require ex- 
planations in their own languages 
for tours with demonstrators speak- 
ing French, German and Lithuanian.

University of Illinois 
Food Market Survey 

CHICAGO— Spot bargains are 
found in all departments of Chicago- 
area retail food outlets this week, 
but poultry continues to hold its 
pre-eminent position as the oply 
clear-cut major-item value in 
terms of general abundance and 
low price. 

Chicken and turkey,- according to 
the University of Illinois consumer 
service, arc more than adequately 
supplied In metropolitan stores with 
new production continuing to swell 
record-high storage slocks, to pre- 
sent a good long-term picture for 
poultry meats. Abundance and 
lower prices earn the U. of I's week- 
ly market value nod for fryers, 
turkey and stewing hens, in that 
order, without a serious contender 
from other major meats. Eggs, too, 
hailed (heir upward price climb- 
unexpectedly — to remain at current 
levels at least for the time being. 

In the spot-value picture, the U 
of I suggests these candidates by 
food departments for Ihc week end- 
ing August 10: 

Red meats — Hamburger, round 
steaks, rib lamb chops. 

Fresh Vegetables — Sweetcorn, to- 
matoes, cabbage, celery. 

Fresh Fruits — Grapes, watermel- 
on, nectarines. 

Frozen Foods — Peas, lemonade, 
orange concentrate. 

\ Groceries — Peaches, corn, salad 
dressings. 

Dairy — Eggs, cheddar cheese, 
fluid milk. 

Red meats hold the higher price 
levels reached two weeks ago des- 
pite sharply increased costs of 
cattle and hogs, which suggests even 
higher price tags io come. An ex- 
ception, hamburger, with prices de- 
clining in enough stores to warrant 
a spot-value rating, follows indi- 
cations of lower wholesale for 



boneless beef to open up additional 
values. 

Locally produced sweetcorn and 
cabbage are major exceptions in 
the vegetable patch, earning the 
bottom of the price barrel rating 
with good quality. Tomatoes arc 
expected to be in better supply to 
qualify for a spot value rung of the 
ladder. Cantaloupe lost its top-rated 
value position this week on a rising 
market of shorter supply, but arc 
expected to improve with replace- 
ments that ore near at hand. New 
crop apples are reported spotty in 
quality. 

New-pack peas and double stor- 
age stocks (over last year) of 
peaches are the natural grocery and 
frozen food value selections from 
the grocery departments. Add salad 
toppings, too, on a carry over from 
the recently reported lower prices 
of vegetable fats and oils. 

In general summation, one mar- 
keting specialist suggests that if 
homemakers "go fishing" for values 
in exactly the same places they 
fished last week, the "big ones" will 
still be there — for the market isn't 
moving in a great hurry in any di- 
rection these days. 



SUPPORT FOR THE 

SADLAK BILL (II.R. 6452) 

Public response to the Saldak bill 
(II. R. 0452) for reducing federal 
income taxes can be accurately des- 
cribed as overwhelmingly favor- 
able. 

This measure would cut the max- 
imum income tax rote from its 
present 01 per cent to 42 per cent 
over a five year period. That per- 
iod could be extended to nine years 
if necessary to avoid unbalanced 
budgets and deficit financing. Tax- 
es in all income brackets would be 
reduced by substantial amounts, and 
none would be increased. The gov- 
ernment would still get all the rev- 
enue it legitimately needs — because, 
according to Representative Sad- 
lak's carefully documented compu- 
tations, increased tax revenue from 



expanding and stimulated employ- 
ment and ecomonic activity would 
more than offset the losses from 
rate' reductions. 

Hundreds of organizations in 
every part of the nation — civic clubs, 
chambers of commerce, commercial 
groups, educational institutions, etc., 
etc—have gone on record in favor 
of the Sadlak bill. The list grows 
steadily. 

Mr. Sadlak himself has said that 
his proposal "is primarily designed 
to moderate the tax impact on in- 
dividuals and on small and growing 
business, and to eliminate the tax 
barrier to starting new businesses." 
It is an obvious fact that present 
tax laws and rates work a greater 
hardship on the small business, with 
its limited assets, than on the long 
established big business with its 
greater assets. These laws, in other 
words, stand in the way of growth 
and success — and, therefore, de- 
prive government of increased tax 
revenue that would follow growth 
and success. 

The next step is up to Congress.

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Eye Superstitions 
Have Lingered on 
Through Centuries 

CHICAGO — Throughout history 
many hove been prone to bcllcva 
■trnnge things about the eyes and 
some of these superstitions linger 
on todny. In spite of all that radio, 
television, and the press are doing 
to spread scientific knowledge. 

Stories of the evil eye arc scat- 
tered through the folk-lore of most 
primitive peoples, Polish folk-lore 
tells us about a Slav who was sure 
he had It and blinded himself to 
protect his children. Sometimes 
whole nations have been so con- 
vinced of the power of the evil eye 
that laws have been passed to pre- 
vent the Injury of crops by deadly 
looks. 

The Neapolitans have always 
feared the evil eye, and even to- 
day they believe In it more strong- 
ly than any other group of people, 
But they think only men can be 
endowed with it. In modern Egypt, 
if a child is sickly-lookihg, the 
mother blames it on evil eye influ- 
ence. In India the superstition (s 
universal, and in Turkey and Ara- 
bia horses and camels arc believed 
to be subject to the evil eye. 

During the twelfth century the 
possessor of this dire power was 
visualized as a wizened old woman 
with a squint or one who had dou- 
ble pupils. Grimm's Fairy Tales 
says you can recognize a witch 
because if you look her In the eye 
you can sec your image upside 
down, due to the evil characteris- 
tics of her eyes. 



Research Needed 
In New Cosmetics 

CHICAGO — As cosmetics leave 
the "realm of luxury" and become 
Items of necessity, more and bet- 
ter research into the fundamental 
properties of the skin nlso becomes 
a necessity, according to a Federal 
Food and Drug Administration offi- 
cial. 

Unfortunately, carefully con- 
trolled research Into the funda- 
mental principles of skin proper- 
ties and mechanisms and the ac- 
tions of various chemicals and 
drugs on skin has "not kept pace" 
with the many new products and 
the claims made on their behalf, 
he said. 

Certain unobjectionable claims 
have been advanced for the effec- 
tiveness of certain preparations 
for reducing skin dryness and hid- 
ing skin blemishes and wrinkles. 

However, In recent years, the 
trend has been to advertise such 

products as being more than Just 
cosmetics — that they serve as 
"skin foods, rejuvenators or ton- 
ics," "Contour creams" for bust 
development or bust reducing, 
wrinkle cradlcaton, and "deep 
pore" cleaners. 

"To date, however, no conclusive 
evidence has been offered In sup- 
port of many of these claims." he 
said. 



New Drug May Help 
In Radiation Cases 

LOS ANGELES— Fatalities from 
radiation exposure may be signi- 
ficantly reduced by pre-administra- 
tion of a new experimental drug 
from England, research at the Uni- 
versity of California, Los Angeles, 
has shown. 

The research, which has been 
carried out by Dr. Thomas Haley, 
Anna Flesher, R. Veomett. and J. 
Vincent of the Atomic Energy 
Project, has been concerned with 
a drug which carries the complex 
.chemical name of Qulnoxaline 1,4- 
Di-N-Oxldc. 

Untreated irradiated mice suf- 
fcrrcd 100 per cent mortality at 
the end of 16 days. Mice which 
had received injections of the new 
drug Just prior to Irradiation had 
only a 05 per cent mortality rate 
after 30 days, Postlrradiallon treat- 
ment with the drug reduced the 
mortality rate only slightly. 

Part of the beneficial effects of 
the drug was related to reduction 
of Intestinal bacteria, which mul- 
tiply rapidly following radiation In- 
Jury, causing acute bacteremia. 
Bacteremia is a major cause of 
death following radiation Injury,

Hay fever sufferers should avoid 
drafts and chills. In the sensitive 
person, loss of body heat is apt to 
cause an abnormal swelling of 
tissues in the nose, resulting in con- 
stant "sniffling" and sneezing. Iced 
drinks and cool baths should also be 
avoided. 

The complexity of allergy, the 
'difficulty of treating it, the dangers 
of the drugs used, all are compell- 
ing arguments why the hay fever 
patient should be continuously un- 
der the care of a physician. If 
there is any relief possible in your 
condition, he will know how to use 
it.

RELIEF IN HAY FEVER 

Only persons who suffer from 
hay fever know the complete mis- 
ery caused by this condition, the 
Educational Committee of the Illi- 
nois State Medical Society observes 
in Health Talk. The commonest 
form of allergy, hay fever, is 
characterized by symptoms similar 
to those of the common cold, but 
more intense. The respiratory tract 
and eyes are mostly affected, in 
such forms as swelling of the mem- 
brane lining of the nose, and throat, 
in many cases so severely that 
breathing is difficult. There is 
also sneezing and "sniffling" and 
similar irritation of and "weeping" 
from the eyes. 

Allergy is a condition of the body 
in which it reacts unfavorably to 
contact with some substance which 
produced no trouble in non-allergic 
individuals. Hoy fever patients are 
allergic to one or more of many 
plant pollens,- usually grass or 
weeds. If the culprit is deter- 
mined through a scries of skin or 
"patch"" tests, an attempt to de- 
sensitize the patient may be insti- 
tuted by the doctor through repeat- 
ed injections of the causative agent. 
This "immunity,"" however, la not 
an overnight procedure, but some- 
times takes months, even years. A 



wise person will not delay until the 
season approaches, but will begin 
early and continue the injections 
at regular intervals until an im- 
munity has been established. 

There arc some new drugs that 
have proved beneficial to some hoy 
fever patients, particularly in pa- 
tients with mild symptoms. These 
drugs arc called anti-histnmine 
drugs. That is, they are believed 
to combat the* agent considered re- 
snonsible for an allergic reaction in 
tho human body. This agent is 
histamine, n chemical normally 
present in body tissue but which, 
through some abnormality or de- 
fect, renders some persons sensitive 
or allergic. 

However, these drugs may pro- 
duce unpleasant effects, such as 
nausea, vomiting, headaches, poor 
co-ordination and drowsiness. That 
is why users of these drugs must 
be under the careful supervision of 
a physician at all times. If these 
reactions show up in the driver of 
a car, for example, a traffic acci- 
dent may result. 

Aside from the use of drugs, vic- 
tims can do some other things to 
help themselves. Financially able 
persons can go to an area where the 
pollen count is low. Some patients 
find it helpful to keep doors and 
windows closed to avoid drafts and 
breezes, causing the pollen to set- 
tle to the floor Instead of floating 
through the air.
